'l*hc ClmiIlm-'s stiaisticjl services provide aeeiirMle ;uul 
tinielv data in forms appropriate to users* needs. 
These services inclmle assistance to States to de\eloj^ 
comparable statistical systems, analysis to transform 
data into information for policy use. ami dissemina- 
tion to make timely information available to many 
u roups of users. 

Assistancf 

I'he NC'i'S assistance proLiram is desiLined to deveUij^ 
coniparal^le statistical systems whicii meet the needs 
for education plaiinini: and manaiicment at bedcral. 
Slate, atid local levels. 

The Center works cooperatively with States and in- 
stitutions to improve comparability of data, increase 
titncliticss atul ipiality. and cncouraLic cxchaiiLic ot 
technical tools and expertise anionu ilata providers 
atul users. 'I hc assistance proizram is i>rL:ani/ed inti^ 
activities designed to implement I'cderabStatc-local 
data svstcfiis atui into activities dcsii:ncd to improve 
arid automate State data system:', In addition. SCl-.S 
reimburses the States fi>r the incremental costs of 
providini: elemcntarv -seciHidary data in NCb.S tor- 
mats. 

Fcdcral-Statc-ljx al DaUi SyMcnn 

SCl'S engaues in cooperative activities with States 
to deline ii^formation needs, develop data standards, 
and achieve ^ircater consistency in those ilata require- 
ments where there are overlappiiiLi l-'ederal-Slatc in- 
terests. Important planniiiL: objectives are ti^ reduce 
paperwork, redundancy, and excessively detaileil re- 
[M)rtine at the State, local, and institutional levels in 
providini: data to meet l-'cdcral reiiuircmems. 

At the elenicnta-y-sccondary level, l-'cdcral data Col- 
lection plans arc reviewed and short- and lonii-raitizc 
priorities for State assistance activities are idcntilieil 
cooperatively by NC'HS and the rouncil of Chief 
State School Onicers' CtMiimittee on F.vahiatioii an'|.i 
Information Services (Cl-IS). C'l:IS not only reviews 
all survey instruments before these instruments are 
used in the held, but also informs States of the Hdu- 
cation Division's data requirements for administerinii 
federally legislated programs. 



SCV.S works with the postsccondary cdiicai.on com- 
immity through the State Higher Education Ifxecu- 
tive onicers Organization (SHEEO), which provides 
a single mechanism for communication, coordina- 
tion, and cin^pcativc jilanning between NCES and 
the States, in addition, to increase responsiveness to 
pi^stsccondary institutions needs, NCES has estab- 
lished a fonan with a panel of representatives from 
institutions and associations, chaired by the Anieri- 
c:tn Council on Education, to evaluate and com- 
ment on: (!) preliminary plaiis and data needs of the 
post-secondary community: and (2) the utility of data 
on hand. 

.Another component oi cooperative Fedcral-State- 
local planning is the State^^evei Information I3ase 
(SLIB) project. The purpose of this project is to 
coordinate State and Federal data systems by devel- 
oping: a Federal postsccondary data core. The hnal 
report will identify data gaps, establish priorities for 
I-edcral postsccondary data collection activities, and 
recomme lid methods for disseminating education 
data collected by F-edcraragcncics. NCES plans to 
coiuhict a series of regional con ferci]ices with the 
postsccondarv comnumity to discuss the report's ''cc- 
omniendations and to review changes in NCES sar- 
vcy instruments proposcti for 1981. 

In adilition to cooperative planning, the develop- 
ment of I'cderal-Statc-local data systems requires the 
use of standard defmiticMis and terminology, as well 
as spec ihc activities which will ensure that data sys- 
tems ai*e implemented as designed. The NCES hand- 
books and manuals of standard defmitio'ns and ter- 
niinologv have long prm'ided a means to achieve 
comparable data among State and local education 
aiicncies and institutions. Developed in cmiperation 
with educational organizations and agencies, ihc 
handbooks and manuals contribute both to the im- 
provement of State, local and institutional data sys- 
tems and to the unifi^rmity of statistical reporting. 



The cicmcntarv-secondary finance inaiuuiK which 
provides ckissificatiiMi and procedures essential to 
recording and reporting linancial data, is bcini: ex- 
panded and revised, At the same time. NCI-S has 
let small contracts ui ilie States enabling their agen- 
cies to teach standard '-ecordkecping to local educa- 
tion personnel. 

NCnS is also developing a nrmual of terminology 
for instructional prograius at all levels of education, 
including secondary, higher. \'ocational, and aduh- 
continuing education. The manual will classify and 
define terms and present the relationships between 
subject matter and instructicmal programs. Comple- 
tion of this activity will j^rovide a major clement in^ 
the basic structure needed for a common corL- ol 
data spanning \-ocalional. postsccondarv and ailnU 
education. Additional activities being completeii in 
1979 include the tcrminologv manual for adiill Icarn- 
inu activities and the handbook of postsccoiuiary 
student terminology. 



SfiUc HdUi Sy.sit'ni.s 

NC'I-.S fosters the development of Slate data sxstems 
through siiaring technical cxiiertisc atiiong States 
through a [u-rsonncl exchange and funding a pro- 
uramdf grants to support State capacity building. 
NCT'.S alsni provides assistance to States to improve 
reporting in the area of vocational education data. 

The State capacity building program was inaugurated 
in fiscal year 197S. Initially, the program included 
onlv elementary-secondary education, but the Educa- 
tion .Amendments of 1978 extended the assistance 
ctTort to post-secondary education. The program en- 
ables States to compete for fund.s essential for im- 
jiroving their data collection and reporting activities. 
Projects currently funded include design and imple- 
mentaiion of accounting sy.stems in fmance. stafT. 
and curriculum; development of school district pro- 
files for planning purposes; development of an inte- 
grated data base; and the upgrading of data process- 
ing software and equipment. 

During fiscal year 1979, major step.s are being taken 
to launch the natii^ial vocational education data .sys- 
tem, steps which will continue thn^ugh the next fiscal 
year. NCES initiated recordkeeping in fiscal year 
1979 and held workshops to train State personnel 
in supplying required data. Approximately two-thirds 
of the States will receive funds to impnn'c State 
capabilities to collect, process and repi^rt vocational 
education data in fiscal year.s 1979 and 1980. Data 
collection in FY 1979 will ftirm the ba.sis of a report 
to the CiMigress in fiscal year 1980. 

The national longitudinal study of 1980 high school 
sophomores and seniors has been designed to permit 
individual States ti^ increase the .sample size and add 
a supplementary questionnaire to the base year sur- 
vey in their own States. By tying into the ba.se-year 
sur\'jy. participating States and school di.stricts will 
be ai.Ie to evaluate the impact of their own education 
programs. 
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Analysis 

Tlic Center eondiiets Linalylie studies for two jnir- 
poses. One is to ekirify the meaning and signiiieanee 
of ediieation statisties for planning and jiolieymaking. 
The other is to improve the quality of data by iden- 
tif\ing errors, ineonsisteneies and d:*ta gaps. During 
fiseafyears 1979 and 19iS(). NCES wi^ll prepare a 
series of poliey-related studies and methodologieal 
studies. In addition, the Center supports a limited 
jirogram of international studies to examine Euro- 
pean experienee and provide haekground to illumi- 
nate U.S. poliey eoneerns.

Two studies on 
foreijzn ediieational aetiviiies. boih o\' whieli are 
pi)liey-related and niethodolotzical. are lieinu con- 
ducted. \n FY 1979. NCES will complete the first 
of these studies, investiuating yoiitli uneniplovment in 
se\'en industriah/.ed nations and examining relevance 
for U.S. policy formulation. Specilically. the study 
includes: indicators of the size and nature of the 
youth unemployment problem; school-io-\vork transi- 
tion programs and experiences; criteria for assessing 
school/work transition; measures for evaluation of 
prcsctit policies: ai^endas for data collection in sup- 
port of policy analysis: and guides to new policy 
formulation. 

A second study will he completed in FY I^^SO. This 
study examines the [policies, programs, ami prohlenis 
of nonfornral education for adults in eight industrial 
ecum tries to j^rovide information for U.S. j^olicy 
forriuilation. Among the tojiies included are: types 
of fionformal pri>granis for uomcn. jiarcnts. workers 
arid older adults; characteristics of sponsoring orga- 
tii/ations; fuimbcr of gradtiales anil dropouts; and 
critcri.i for measuring progriim clfecti vcness. 

Disseniination 

The NC*F:S dissemination program is based upon the 
premise that public service — prmiding facts and 
ligures on American education that the public wants 
and needs — i. the Center's primar\ reason for being. 
Hence, the Center administers a comjir-'hensivc and 
unified j^rograni for disseminating the . latistica! in- 
formation available in its own data base and those 
of related agencies and organizations. 

One of the major dissemination activities of ihe 
Center is concentrated in the Statistical infi'rmation 
Ollice. which is staffed by experienced personnel with 
broad knowledge of education statistics. This slalf 
prcnides definiti\'e and prompt responses to approxi- 
mately 15.000 requests for statistical information 
eacli year. The requests come from Members of 
Congress and congressional committees, gmernment 
agencies, educational institutions and organizations, 
the communications rncdia. business firms, and pri- 
vate citizens. 



Elemental to the Center's dissemination activities is 
its exj)anding comjniter services program. The pro- 
gram jirovide.s timely information through computer 
tajies. special tabulations, microfiche, and on-line 
compi'ter capacity. Comj)uter taj)es of major surveys 
and studies are available with standard diKHimenta- 
tion to facilitate use by the general public. Users may 
also request special tabulations that integrate data 
trom several surveys. The on-line access svstem is 
available through a subscrijMiiMi service which pro- 
vides data through terminals locatetl througliout the 
United States. A pp nvximately 60 data sets from 
NCI-:S. the Olliee for Civil Rights. U.S. Oniee of 
l-ducation. aiul the Bureau of Census are incorpo- 
rated into this system. 

NCHS rcgularlv publishes three basic reference docu- 
ments, riic Dii^i'sl of I'.ducatiof} Suuisiics is an ab- 
straet of statistical l.""''ormation covering .American 
education from preprimary thri")ugh graduate school. 
It summarizes data collected by NCHS and other 
agcneies. The Projee lions of Hdiieaiioii Slaiisiies pre- 
sents trends and [projections for 10 years on enroll- 
ments, instructional stafT. graduates, and expendi- 
tures in elementary, secondary, and postsecoiidary 
education. I'hr Cofidition of luliu'dlion olTcrs statis- 
tics on American education within a social indicators 
framework using tables and graphs supported by 
inler|-)retive text. 

In aiklilion. the Center prepares a witle range of 
current statistical and anal v tie reports on elementarv. 
secondary and jiostsecondary trends and issues. Fm- 
phasis in fiscal \ ears 1979 and I9S0 will be analyses 
of access and participation in postsccondarv educa- 
lion. education and employment, school finance, 
bilingual education, and teacher supply and demand.
